UXOL USIVE JURISDICTION. 

The correspondent of tho San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle who stated that a ntini- 
ber of gentlemen m tliis city u lm ni-c 
interested in the sealing in<lustiy, liaci 
decided to addi-ess Admiral Heneage re 
questing him to use his efforts to have 
a man-of-war sent to Behring's Sea to 
protect British sealers, inaiuifaotnred 
the news that ho sent over tho wires 
There aro no business men in Viclori; 
so thoughtless or so unintelligent a.s to 
do such a foolish tiling. They know 
Very -well that Admiral Heneago has no 
authority to send a ship of war to 
Behring's Sea for such a purpose. He 
conies to the Pacific Station with Iiii; 
orders, ami a Rritisli naval otlieer know.'- 
his duty too well to go beyond them in 
any particular. Ilia liis busiuess to 
carry out the decisions of tho Imperial 
Government and not to act on his own 
responsibility in any matter in dispute 
■between Great Britain and tho United 
States. It is jiLst possible that 
per.sonr, iiiteie.~l..d in tho sealing busi 
nes.s may have asked the Admiral if In 
had instructions to send a cruiser to that 
sea, but it is not probable that anyone 
-would oven go so far as that. Admirals 
aro known not to be very communioa 
tive and llno' do not often lake civilian; 
into their conlidenee with re.spoct lo 
their (jl'.i.-i.I (l>ni(s. N'ictnria iner 
chants ai-e n'lU-' -ure lliat if the lin]ier 
ial Government had dei;ided to protect 
British vessels sealing in Behring's Seu 
they would be notified of the fact 
in duo time. ,Since they have re- 
ceived no such not ilieation they iii.-iy 
conclude thiit the ( lovei-innent docs not 
int(!iicl, dui iiig the pre.sent se.-i-on, to 
make any display of force in Behring'.s 
Sea. The Clironiclc's homily is tlici-e- 
fore altogether unnecessary. Negotia- 
tions are going on with respect to the 
claim by tlie United .Slates lo exclusive 
jurisdiction o\ei- the watei-.s of that .sea. 
and while they are peiiiiing ree(nirse to 
force on the pari of (Ireat liritain is al- 
together improbable. It is to be lioiicd 
that a decision will lie arrived at .soon 
and tbiit an end will be put to tin- un 
certainty whieh p;ii alyzi-'s enterprisi 
both in r.ritish Coliiiobia ami thi) Taei- 
£ic .'-^tat'-s. l-'or it iniiit 1 .e rrineiiibored 
that .-Vinerican citizens oil this side ot 
the continent, consider the claim to 
treat Behring's Sea as territorial waters 
of tho United States quite as prepos 
terous as do British Columbians. 

The t'hronicle of ilu-'jyih iih.eontain> 
very peculiar article on tho Uehriiig's v. 
Sea question. It admits that tlio doc- 
trine held by the United States foi 
many years past is that no nation can 
claim jurisdiction over wncncloscd wat- 
ers beyond thn;e niiulii-a! miles from 
low water in.-uk. ".■<ueli," it say.s, 
"was th<^ eoiitciition of I'ro^idciil .Madi- 
son when he denied the sovereignty ol 
tho bey of Algiers on the Mediter- 
ranean, and such tho position of John 
Quincoy Adams when Russia claimed ex- 
clusive jurisdiclion over tlii.s v.-ry Hob 
i-iiig's .-^oa, a claim which .\lr. Adam,- 
denounced as a 'vain and extravagant 
pretension.' " But Mr, Bliiino arlojib 
this 'vain and extravagant pretension,'' 
a(^rdmg to tho Chronicle, as a sort of 
a set-off to tho claim made by Groat 
Britfdn knoM-n :is the "In-.-idland (pies, 
tion." 'J'hi.-i is, lb.it the iln-ee mile limii 
bomeaHUfed from aline drawn fi-omhi-.-nl 
land to headland, and that it shall not 
follow tho suiuositics of tlio coast, 'lliat 
is, the United Statoa make a confess- 
edly groundless claim on this side of the 
continent becauHc Great Uriluiii makes 
one that tin. United .Stut.-s believe to Ix 
erpially groundleos on the other side. 
This is '.•(-ri:iinly a queor way of doiii'; 
business. But the Chronicle is evi- 
dently not well informed on this head- 
land question. I>. Is quite true thai 
Groat Britain holds the tlieory that tin 
thrco-inilo limit slioiild lie iiieasiirod 
from a lim- ib-awii from Iieadland to 
lieadliiml. Ihit it liai made iiniiorlanl 
concessions to tho United Slates with 
regard to the distance that those head- 



lands shall be from each other. Ac- 
cording to tho Brltiuh intorpretnlion the 
.-Vmericans would bo excluded from the 
K.^,y of Fundy, but Great Britain, to ac- 
commodate the American fishenntei'gavc 
up its claim to jurisdiction ovijr that 
large- expanse of salt water. An ar- 
rangement wiuj ttflerwards made that 
the headlands should not, he more than 
six miles apart. This legiilatiou per- 
mitted tho Americans to enter many 
valuable tishiiig groimds, from which, 
under a rigid interpretation of the Brit- 
ish rule, they would have been exclmled. 
This arraugemont suited tho Americans 
because thoy claimed on llie Ka.^t side 
of tho continent exclusive jurisdiction 
ovor bays, llie headlands at eacdi side of 
which are muclt more than six miles 
apart. Chesapeake Bay, for instance, 
according to tho Amoriean contention in 
lishery disputes with Great Britain, is 
not includoil in the terilorial waters of 
the United States. Hut w-e have 
noticed in all these fishery disputes 
that, in the opinion of . American dia- 
piilauts, what is sauce for the Britisli 
,'ooso is not sauce for the United .'-Stales 
gander. When the Chronicle is better 
informed it will find that the British 
I loverniueiil has been very far from 
being unyiekling on this headland (ptes- 
tion — that it., has from time to time 
made ooncasssions that have satisfied 
oven the most exacting of Aiiicricaiis. 
The arrongoment made in the treaty 
which tliu Senate refused to sanction 
showed that Canada was ready to yield 
a great deal in order to ellect an amic- 
able settloment, A. little examina- 
tion will convince our contemporary 
that no rea.sonable.man can say with the 
slightest approach to'accuracy that the 
claim made by great Britain for ('aiiiid;i 
respecting the liiiu fnim which tho three 
mile limit is to be measured is "a vain 
and extravagant pretension." The 
British on the Atlantic coast admit the 
three mile limit but the .-Vmerieans in 
Behring's Sea repudiate it alt oi.'ether. 
■flie l!i-iti-;h coiieedi; to Aiiierii-.ins all 
they claim for tlicniselves but the Amer- 
icans in this lishery business make one 
rule for British territorial jurisdiction 
and another, and a very different rule, 
for United States territorial juri-sdiction. 

THE PANAMA CANAL. 

There are different accounts as to the 

exact condition in which the Pai, -u:! 
Canal has been left by the Lessoiis i 
pany. ^'ol•y little truth has been I'dd 
.ibout that great work. One si t of men 
wore intoreslod in making m.itters a])- 
pear a great deal better than they were, 
and another, to effect their purposes, 
.lid all they could to make them appear 
worse. Mr. Slavon, President ol tin 
.■\merican Dredging Company, who luui 
a oontr.ict on the canal, professes to 
know all about its condition, and de- 
clares that he tells the truth about it 
.vilhout exaggeration in any direction. 
He says thai there have been spent oi 
the "great ditch" S'2oO, 000,01)0, and \' 
show for this great expenditure are til 
teen miles of completed work at the 
eastern end of the canal, anil tho un 
completed Culebra out. There is, be 
sides this, an enormous amount of 
■plant" of one kinrl and another which 
is worth, compared with its lirst cost, 
very little. The work has been badly 
managed from the tir.?t. The Inin-.m 
.-system was the ono selected, and under 
it, ho says, there were about seven chiefs 
and sub-chiefs to every laborer. We 
foar that there is a slight exaggeration 
hero, but there appears to be no doubt 
that a very largo proportion of tli 
stocklio!dei-s' money was waslnl in piiy 
iiig high salaries to useless ollicial.- 
The plant, toOf-was not well taken care 
of. Acres of machinery, ho says, much 
of which has never been used, is rusting 
away without an elTort being niadi- ti 
.save it. Tho Culebra cut is the hole ii 
which millinns upon million.-, of tin 
stockholders' money were thrown with- 
out any adequate result. The cut i- 
niore than three hundred feet above tin 
sea leve'l. The l''rench enL'ineers, usual- 
ly so skillful, made a iMi.,I,ike with re- 
spect to the slojie to be ,i.dveii to tlii- 
eiit. The i;ai ih ivoiihl lini xlain i a I I i It 
angle they allowed, and coiiseipieiitly,lht 
excavations have been twice as great us 
they calculated. It will reriuire, ac- 
cording lo Mr. Slaven's calculution, 
.J200,(XK),()IJ<J more to complete the canal. 
But where the money i.s to come froiii 
he does not know. The I',-iiiama ('.uial 
and the Copper King have di-ained 
l''runce dry. 'Ehore is, he believes, no 
more money left'there to invest. Or as 
it is more likely,' the French public ha\-e 
lost confidence in the Panama scheme, 
and those who ])osHes3 means are not dis 
po.sed to throw LMiiey afle. bad. 

.Mr. Slaven suggests that Amerieans 
take the Panama Canal in hand and 
complete it. There is not much pros 
pect of that being done now for Amori 
can capitalists have taken hold of the 
rival projei.'l, the Xicaragua Canal, ami 
seem bound to carry- it out. It woulo 
not be surprising to see the c-onst met ion 
of the; Panama Canal take-ii n|i by !-,ng 
lislmien and hroiiglit by them to -i sm;- 
coHsful conelusion.
